STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

According to the provisions of the Requisitioning and Acquisition of 
Immovable Property Act, 1952 as these existed immediately before the 
amendment of the Act by Ordinance No, 1 of 1980, all the properties, 
which were requisitioned prior to the amendment of the aforesaid Act 
in 1970, were required to be released from requisition or acquired by the 
10th of March, 1980. However, it was found that a large number of 
these properties are required to be retained by the Ministry of Defence 
or by the Ministry of Works and Housing and other Ministries beyond 
10th March, 1980, for public purposes. In the case of Ministry of Defence, 
their difficulties in either releasing or acquiring the requisitioned pro¬ 
perties which include land are mainly due to strategic reasons and lack 
of funds for acquiring the land. Now a phased programme for acquiring 
these properties within a period of three to five years is under contem¬ 
plation of that Ministry. Similarly, in the case of* Ministry of Works and 
Housing, the need to continue the properties under requisition beyond 
the aforesaid date stems from the utter inadequacy of office accommoda¬ 
tion for various Ministries/Departments. It was, therefore, decided to 
extend the maximum period for which properties could be retained under 
requisition by a period of five years. 

2. The amendment made in the parent Act in 1975 provided for re¬ 
vision of recurring part of compensation in respect of properties which 
were under requisition for a period of five years or more preceding the 
commencement of the aforesaid amendment. In order to avoid hardship 
to the owners whose properties are under requisition it was considered 
necessary to provide for one more revision of the above referred to part 
of the compensation. 

3 In the circumstances stated above, the Act was amended through the 
Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable Property (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1980 (1 of 1980), so as to extend the period for which the pro¬ 
perties could be retained under requisition by five years and to provide 
for one more revision of the recurring part of compensation. 

4. This Bill seeks to replace the aforesaid Ordinance with a minor 
modification seeking to substitute sub-section (3) of section 22 of the 
Act by the provision recommended by the Committee on Subordinate 
Legislation in relation to the laying of rules before Parliament,

PRESIDENT’S RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 OF THE 

CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 

[Copy of letter No, 19016 (2) /79-Pol. IV, dated the 14th March, 1980 
from Shri P. C. Sethi, Minister of Works and Housing to the Secretary, 
Lok Sabha.] | 

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the 
Requisitioning & Acquisition of Immovable Property (Amendment) Bill, 
1980, has recommended to Lok Sabha the consideration of the Bill under 
article 117(3) of the Constitution. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to make certain amendments to sub-section 
(1A) of section 6 of the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable 
Property Act, 1952, for extending the maximum period for which pro¬ 
perties may be retained under requisition by a further period of five 
years. 

2. The aforesaid amendment will involve an additional expenditure In 
case of properties retained under requisition for the whole or any part 
of the additional period of five years, because compensation by way of 
recurring payment towards rent will have to be paid during such period. 
It Is not possible to estimate accurately the quantum of expenditure to¬ 
wards payment of compensation as it will depend on the number of 
properties which may be retained under requisition during the extended 
period. However, the annual liability (towards payment of compensation 
for requisitioned properties) under the Act may be of the order of Rg, 180 
lakhs. 

3. In section 8 of the principal Act, sub-sections (2A) and (2B) were 
inserted by the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable Property 
(Amendment) Act, 1975, to provide for revision of the amount of com¬ 
pensation, quinquennially. According to these provisions, the amount of 
compensation payable for properties under requisition is to be revised 
in the manner indicated therein. The extension of the period of reten¬ 
tion of properties under requisition will result in another quinquennial 
revision of the compensation and provision for such a revision has been 
made in clause 3 of the Bill. These provisions will involve an additional 
expenditure of a recurring nature. It is not possible to estimate such 
additional recurring expenditure because the revised rates will be fixed 
by the competent authority keeping in view the circumstances prevailing 
at the time of such revision. The amount of expenditure will also depend 
upon the periods for which different properties may be retained and it is 
not possible to estimate at this stage as how long it would be necessary 
to keep different properties under requisition. However, it is estimated 
that the annual additional liability on account of revision of recurring part 
of compensation may be well over one crore rupees. The land under re¬ 
quisition is mainly held by the Ministry of Defence who propose to ac¬ 
quire a large portion of it over the next five years. It is estimated that 
the non-recurring liability on this account may be between 10 and 15 
crore rupees. With the derequisitioning of the existing buildings and 
acquisition of land and buildings as planned by the Government, the 
annual compensation payable will come down. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING MODIFICATION CONTAINED IN THE 
BILL TO REPLACE THE REQUISITIONING AND ACQUISITION OF 

IMMOVABLE PROPERTY (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 1980. 

Section 22 of the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable Pro¬ 
perty Act, 1952 (30 of 1952) provides for the power to make rules and 
sub-section (3) thereof makes provision for laying of rules before Parlia¬ 
ment. An opportunity has been taken to substitute the said sub-section 
(3) by a new provision which has been recommended by the Committee 
on Subordinate Legislation.

Sub-section (6) of section 12 of the Smugglers and Foreign Exchange 
Manipulators (Forfeiture of Property) Act, 1976 provides that the Chair¬ 
man of the Appellate Tribunal under that section may constitute Benches 
consisting of three members for hearing appeals under the Act. As 
only a three-member Tribunal has been constituted under the section, 
in the day-to-day working of the Tribunal it has been found that when 
one member avails himself of leave on ground of illness etc., the Tri¬ 
bunal is not able to function. It is, therefore, proposed to amend this 
section to provide for constitution of Benches consisting of two mem¬ 
bers and to make a suitable provision for resolving differences which 
may occur on any point or points between such members while dis¬ 
posing of an appeal. 

2. It is also proposed to avail of the present opportunity to imple¬
